Press) —The Samoan Clipper went down in 1,000 fathoms of water after an ex- 


plosion so terrific that it strewed the ocean with tiny bits of debris from the | 


sheltered interior of the fuselage, searchers reported today. 


The old U. S. minesweeper Avocet returned late last night from an oily | 


splotch of the sea 14 miles from the island where Captain Edwin C. Musick 


and his six companions of the Clip- @————— 


per crew were lost Tuesday morning. 

The wreckage that was left, Chief | 
Boatswain H. S. Bogan of the Avocet 
said, indicated that the Clipper was, 
blown to pieces. : 

“Bits of wood and paper covered the 
sea. They seemed to be fragments 
from the interior of the plane. All the 
pieces were from one to six inches 
square. We found nothing larger than ; 
that. 

“We hound one bent tie clasp which 
we believe belonged to Brooks” (en- 
gineering officer.) 

They also found a coat, Bogan said, 
bearing the Pan American insignia. | 
The coat was burned full of holes. A 
small piece of the chart board was 
identified and the book of navigation 
tables was picked up. 

The Avocet crew took soundings and | 
found the water to be more than a, 
mile deep. 


Little more was known of the clip- 
per’s fate than that she burned and | 
sank. Several things about her dis- 
astrous trip remained to be solved. 


One was a two-hour gap in the} 
plane’s log. It was at 5:30 a. m., Sa- | 
moan time, Tuesday, when Capt. Mu- 
sick lifted his great four-motored craft 
from the harbor and headed south on) 
the 1,806-mile, last lap of Pan Amer- 
ican’s new route from the United States 
to New Zealand. 

It was 38 minutes later, at 6:08 a.! 
m., when Capt. Musick reported that 
one of the motors had developed an oil 
leak and he was heading back to Pago 
Pago. 

In that time he would not have gone 
more than 75 miles. Auckland is nearly 
due south of here, and that was the 
direction the clipper went. 

Then, for almost two hours, nothing | 
more was heard of the plane. It was” 
7:55 a. m. when the clipper passed over | 
Apia, on the island of Upolu. That is- | 
75 miles west of Pago Pago. 

Evidently Capt. Musick had turned 
northwest to return to Pago Pago in a 
wide circular route from the west, but 
he was never much more than 75 miles 
from either Auia or Pago Pago. Even 
with one motor stalled, it was not con- 
sidered possible that the plane would 
or could have proceeded slowly enough 
to take two hours to arrive at Apia. 

LIKE HINDENBURG 

WASHINGTON, (l?)—Bureau of air 
commerce officials said today that Pago 
Pago reports indicate the PancAmer- 
ican Samoan Clipper may have sut- 
fered the same fate that befell the Ger- 
man dirigible Hindenberg 

Pago Pago reported that wreckage of 
the clipper was found strewn over a 
wide area, indicating that the ship may 
have been blown to bits in midair as 
gasoline was being dumped to “trim” 
the ship for the descent to the ocean 


surface. 
The exact cause of the Hindenberg 


explosion was never determined. How- 
ever, the investigating board cited the 
possibility that static electricity or 
sparks from the exhaust of the engines 
might have ignited hydrogen which the 
Hindenberg was valving in a manner 
not dissimilar from the clipper’s valv- 
ing of gasoline.

150,000 TO GET

3. That a substantial percentage of 
the employes in heavy manufacturing 
lines are on a part-time basis. 

4. That many large organizations

5. That there has been little pay cut- 
ting and that payrolls have declined 
generally in proportion to cuts in em- 
ployment and hours 

Reports from the different 
when averaged on a percentage basis 
with the unemplovment rolls of the 
federal government. indicated that ap- 
proximately 1.500.000 persons lost their 
jobs in the last two and a half months 
of 1937, while about the same number

Abandoned Under Proposed 
Agreement For Present Year 


Approximately forty pear growers of 
the county met at the high school au- 
ditorium Wednesday evening in a con- 
ference relating to the proposed De- 
ciduous Tree Fruit Agreement for 1938. 
The meeting had been called under 
the auspices of the University Agri- 
cultural Extension Service and had 
Farm Advisor Ivan Lilley as chair- 
man. 

There were three principal speak- 
ers, Ralph Samsel, representing the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administration; 
T. R. McClenahan, representing the |

and in addition to their remarks, there 
was general and lively discussion from 
the floor. 


Mr. McClenahan pointed out that the | 


propcsed agreement for 1938 as now 
constituted will not attempt any con- 
trol of fruit shipping. There has been 
some general objection to such a con- | 
trol and the agreement as now drawn 
abandons that plan. 


The agreement does provide, he said, | 
for continuing the control on a grade 
basis.
